-The people have broken 
out into riote. The Government 
has replied by putting the coan- 
try into a slate of siege, arming 
the police -with amorde, and 
establishing military patrola. Von 
Bethmann Hollweg accuses Eng- 
land, bat he might have known 
that war with Esgland, Ruesia 
and France would mean Ger- 
meny’s isolation.
